Watson was in consultation for a 
long time with President Taft and 
the aid of the President was solicited 
in trying to line up votes for Can­ 
non. 
Mr. Taft and Cannon are now 
on more friendly terms than they 
were in the fall, when Mr. Taft sus­ 
pected Cannon on laying plans to 
thwart a real revision of the tariff. 
Whether Mr. Taft will use his of­ 
fice to help Cannon remains to be 
seen. The situation confronting Can­ 
non is the most desperate he has yet 
faced. 
He realizes that not only are 
the time-honored rules of the House 
in danger of being overthrown, but 
that he himself is in danger of los­ 
ing the speakership. It looks now as 
if the “insurgents,” with the aid of 
the solid Democratic strength of the 
House, can get enough votes to upset 
the present rules, and if they do that 
the chances are they c-un also de­ 
throne Speaker Cannon. 
Members of the House who.were 
elected last fall are now showing up 
in Washington and the feeling among 
them against Cannon and the rules 
of the House is surprising. In order 
to modify this feeling Mr. Watson 
will have carte blanche to offer com­ 
mittee appointments in a way that 
will minimize friction and help along 
the cause.

ery farm er. No m atter bow well stock 
may be fed and cared for, if they do 
not have the inherited cap acity 
tc 
transform their feed economically into 
milk or beef or p ower they will al-, 
w ay s be “scru bs.” On the other hand, J 
p oor feedjng and care may make a 
scru b ou t of an anim al which has the 
inherited ability to develop into some­ 
thing much better. To a tta in the best 
resu lts breeding, feeding and intelli-j 
gent care m u st go hand in hand. 
Fu re bred stock not only have the 1 
ability to make much more p rofitable! 
use of the food given them , bu t they 
also add greatly to the ap p earance of j 
the p lace. 
A p astu re dotted with well 
bred, u niform calves, colts or sheer 
m arks the ow ner as a p rogressive 
farm er. 
T here is a great deal more 
p leasure, too, in earing for good stock j 
than there is in vainly try ing to get 
unp rofitable anim als into m arket con 
dition. 
The first thing to consider in start 
ing in with p u re bred stock is what

breed to select. Do not m ake a hasty j 
choice, 
for nothing 
will 
ru in y our

another. Select y ou r breed with care 
and then stick to it. All the leading) 
breeds have good p oints, and the m at - 1 
<er of selection is more a qu estion o i , 
individual p reference than any thing 
else. 
In beginning w ith p u e bred stock I 
the best p lan for the average fa rm e r! 
to follow is to p u rchase a p u re bred 
m ale of the desired breed and p roceed 
to grade up his herd. There are two 
p rincip les of breeding th at should be 
kep t in mind in this work. The first 
is the old law th a t “like p roduces like.” 
In the main this law holds good, and, 
other things being equal, the offsp ring 
will resem ble the p arents. The second 
is the law of “atavism ,” or the tend j 
eney of the offsp ring to take after 
some rem ote ancestor. 
This is w h ere; 
the valu e of the p ure bred sire comes 
In. H is ancestors for generations have j 
been anim als of the sam e ty p e as him ­ 
self, and hence there is little chance j 
of his p rogeny differing from this ty p e 
to any seriou s extent. This long con­ 
tinu ed breeding along a certain line 
gives to the p u re bred anim al an abli- j 
lty to rep roduce his ty p e th a t the 
grade sire lacks. This ability is called 
p rep otency . 
Because of his great p rep otency a 
p u re bred bull when m ated to grade 
cows has much m ore influence over 
the characters of his offsp ring than 
the m others have. T his is m ost striking -1 
ly show n when a p olled bull is m ated j 
to horned cows. 
Nine ou t of every 
ten of the calves will u su ally be p olled. 
It is the sam e w ith other characteris­ 
tics—the ability to quickly tu rn corn 
into high p riced beef or to use the feed 
for p rofitable milk and bu tter p roduc­ 
tion. 
Of cou rse if the cows are p u re bred 
also there is less chance of the calves 
resem bling some inferior ancestor on 
their m other’s side, and im p rovem ent 
will be more rap id and certain. 
The 
cost of an entire herd of p u re breds is 
very great, however, and p rofits will 
come more su rely by the grading up 
p lan. 
A fter this has been carried on 
for a time, so th at the farm er has 
som e exp erience In breeding and car­ 
ing for high class stock, a gradu al 
sta rt In p u re bred fem ales n^ay be 
m ade by bu y ing a cow and calf or a 
few y earling heifers. 
As the offsp ring 
of these increase the nu m ber of p ure 
breds in the herd the grades can grad­ 
u ally be disp osed of u ntil an entire 
p u re bred herd finally results. 
In the selection of a sire to begin 
grading up a herd it is im p ortant that 
he be of the ty p e w hich it Is desired to 
rep rodu ce in the offsp ring. 
The most 
Im p ortant things to look for In a beef 
bull are constitu tion, form, qu ality and 
thick fleshing. 
Of these constitu tion 
Is p robably the m ost Im p ortant, as a 
bull th a t is strong in this p oint will 
have the ability to sire a large nu m ­ 
ber of rugged, healthy calves. 
Con­ 
stitu tion is indicated by a deep , wide 
chest; large “barrel,” giving p lenty of 
room for the digestive organs; good 
sized nostrils and a large, clear ey e. 
A p oint th a t m u st go w ith constitu tion 
If the best resu lts are to be obtained 
Is p rep otency . 
Prep otency m eans the 
ability of a sire to rep rodu ce his good 
p oints in his offsp ring.

The earl, at the presi­ 
d en t’s in v itation , recen tly looked ov er 
the armory Mr. Roosev elt has gather­ 
ed . At a W ashin gton hotel the n ext d ay 
he told of some of the experien ces the 
presid en t must expect an d the weap­ 
on s he would n eed in pursuin g the 
v arious kin d s of game. 
“As soon as we heard that your 
presid en t was goin g to Africa,” said 
the earl to a W ashin gton correspon d ­ 
en t of the New York Times, “sev eral 
of us in En glan d who are in terested 
in sport began plan n in g to see if we 
could n ’t make thin gs easier for him on 
his trip. 
North Baxton . the famous 
hun ter Selous an d myself hav e al- 
read j' been in commun ication on the 
subject. As for the presid en t’s arm a­ 
men t, that is amply sufficien t for Id a 
n eed s, an d the American gun s are as 
good as an y, but as a token of their 
esteem for the hun ter presid en t the 
En glishmen w an t him to carry an En g­ 
lish piece with him.” 
The earl said that the popular con ­ 
ception of the presid en t’s proposed ex­ 
ped ition as on e en tailin g con sid erable 
person al risk was un foun d ed . The d an ­ 
gers th at will be en coun tered , he said , 
would be for the most part from un ex­ 
pected sources. 
His own experien ce

The an imal is always d an gerous when 
attacked .

“Ord in arily an elephan t is n ot par­ 
ticularly ferocious, but the fact that it 
wan d ers gen erally in herd s makes the 
sport of baggin g on e v ery excitin g. 
Then , too, when an elephan t is woun d ­ 
ed he has to be killed speed ily or the 
killin g will go to the cred it of the ele­ 
phan t.” 
On e of the greatest d an gers of the 
trip, accord in g to the earl, arises from 
the n umber of sn akes ev erywhere in 
the jun gle. 
But this phase of hun t­ 
in g in Africa, he said , is n o worse 
than it is in the riv er swamps an d 
bayous of Florid a. 
Con trary to aU 
gen eral in formation , 
the apparen tly 
gen tle an d beautiful giraffe is as pug­ 
n acious an an imal as can be foun d . 
The presid en t will n ot n eed an elab­ 
orate array of weapon s, in the opin ion 
of the En glishman . 
A lon g ran ge rifle 
for the more timid an imals that are 
foun d on the open stretches of coun ­ 
try, a small rifle for ostriches an d 
small an telope, fowlin g pieces an d a 
heav y rifle for big game at close quar­ 
ters will about fill the bill. 
The heav iest piece in the armory of 
the presid en t takes a 405 cartrid ge, 
carries fiv e shots an d is capable of 
borin g through an y an atomy in the 
African hun tin g groun d s. This is the 
most powerful repeatin g rifle ev er put 
on the market. 
For lon g ran ge work 
the presid en t has obtain ed an 1804 
mod el, chambered for a thirty groov e 
rimless cartrid ge. 
A rifle of the 1800 
mod el, extra light, with a 45.70 cali­ 
ber for big game at short ran ge, has 
been obtain ed . 
As the laws protectin g the larger 
kin d s of game are v ery strict, the earl 
Is of the opin ion that the presid en t 
will probably get most of his excite­ 
men t from shootin g the so called 
“pests”—lion s, tigers an d leopard s— 
which are n ot protected . Leopard s are 
most n umerous, he said , an d as they 
are v ery courageous he expects the 
presid en t to make a poin t of hun tin g 
them. 
The law protectin g elephan ts is the 
on e that will test the presid en t’s self 
con trol to the utmost. He will be al­ 
lowed to kill two, an d as the chan ces 
are that the first on es he comes across 
will n ot be of Uie fin est grad e an d al­ 
most worthless as specimen s he will 
hav e to restrain his eagern ess un til 
on e of the right proportion s is “jum p­ 
ed .”
